efore I started planning our house, I visualised the 
finished project. I wanted it to be light and open plan, 
and remind me of living by the beach,’ says Maria Myers, 
explaining how she approached a major refurbishment 
on her family home in south-west London. Both she and 
husband Gary were born in South Africa, and Maria’s 
childhood was spent there and in Portugal, her parents’ 
home country. ‘We moved to London because of Gary’s 
work in the music industry, but I started looking around for something creative to 
do myself. I'd studied interior design in Lisbon, so I opened a small shop selling 
furniture and bed linen, and that was the beginning of Chic Shack,’ recalls Maria. 
The relaxed, open-air lifestyle of Maria’s early years was the inspiration behind 
the first range of stylish white-painted furniture. ‘I love that look of fresh white paint 
— it makes me think of blue skies and warm evenings,’ she says, glancing up wistfully 
at the wintry grey English sky. “White homes have such a peaceful atmosphere.’ 
She thinks that people often think of white as being an impractical colour choice for 
a family home, but she points out that it depends what sort of fabrics you use, and 
your use of finishes. ‘Loose cotton covers can be taken off and washed. And white 
paint on walls and floors is the easiest and cheapest colour to paint over or re-touch.’ 
Maria also firmly believes that the secret to creating a successful interior-design 
scheme is to try to keep the main living areas as clutter-free as possible. 

Maria’s skills as a designer extend far beyond organising storage and loose covers, 
and this house demonstrates her abilities as both a designer and project manager. 
The arrival of their third baby precipitated the family’s search for a new home and 
location was an important factor. ‘As soon as we saw this house we realised it was 
the one. It was near our shop and warehouse, the boys’ school was within walking

‘After a couple of years 
living inan all-white 
house, I decided to add 
rupstairs’ 
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distance and the back garden was a good size. With a family of energetic boys we 
needed a football pitch! However, the three-bedroom house was slightly on the small 
side. “We decided to target the downstairs living area and with a total re-think of 

the rooms we would be able to increase the living space on the ground floor and add 
more bedrooms,’ she explains. Maria needed an office and they also wanted a spare 
room for their many guests: friends and family who often visit from South Africa 
and Portugal. They gutted the house, reorganising the space to make it work for their 
family. Maria chose wooden floors and added individual style with tongue and groove 
on many of the walls. One of her most practical ideas was to convert the garage into 
a bedroom. The loft seemed the most suitable area to convert to a spacious main 
bedroom, with en-suite bathroom, creating a retreat for Maria and Gary. 

Maria’s solution for the ground floor was to design a rear extension spanning the 
whole width of the house, creating space for a new dining area as well as enlarging 
the living room. “The original front reception room became a family room and those 
extra feet of space at the back gave us a second seating area overlooking the garden,’ 
she explains. The kitchen and dining area was designed by Maria and made up in the 
Chic Shack workrooms. It is open-plan, but she has given it a soft-edged, welcoming 
feel with painted wooden units, and tiles and splashback in harmonious off-white. 
One of Maria’s signature chandeliers hangs over the dining table in pride of place. 
And with a family of four boys, everything has to be built to withstand a tough 
level of use. But that doesn’t stop Maria adding her own branch of airy prettiness 
to the mix, of which she says: ‘Keep things simple and then you can easily replace, 
repaint or repair if someone has a disaster.’ 

‘I suppose it’s because I grew up in the sun, but for me the most important thing 
is to maximise that feeling of openness and light,’ says Maria. Downstairs all is 
gleaming white, which adds to the sense of one room flowing easily into the next. 
But Maria added some colour in the bedrooms to make things feel cosy. She painted 
one of the boys’ bedrooms in red and white stripes and in the main bedroom, papered

Maria’s wish list also included a veranda. She says the family likes to be in the 
garden but the weather often spoils things. “With a big table at one end and a 
seating area at the other, it’s become our outdoor living room. And it gives me 
another area where I can indulge my passion for candles and fairy lights.’ The white 
wooden veranda echoes the feel inside the house, which has what Maria calls a 
Nordic beach feel. The white tongue-and-groove boarding in many of the rooms, 
including the dining room, kitchen and some of the bedrooms, gives the house a 
laid-back coastal style. She has also used plantation shutters throughout the house to 
enhance the dappled sunlight coming through the windows. ‘I don’t have anything 
against curtains,’ she says, ‘it’s just that they didn’t suit the look I was after.’ Simple 
white-painted floors and walls, combined with white loose furniture covers, and 
white-painted furniture creates a relaxed family home that’s great for parties and 
entertaining. During the New Year celebrations, this is heightened. ‘My tree is in the 
living room and of course I insist that it’s always an all-white affair. It looks magical 
—I like the room to have a festive air but retain a feeling of serenity,’ says Maria. 

On New Year’s Eve, she adds: ‘We always eat by candlelight — it’s our tradition.’ 
She lays the table with white china and tealights, and hangs glass baubles on winter 
branches, and they see in the New Year with friends and family from near and far.

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ollowing several years of living on the island of 
Orkney, off the north of Scotland, Marian Gerry and 
her husband Steven Beaven moved to the mainland 
to build a home that would take them into their 
retirement. Marian explains: ‘Steven was a GP on 
Orkney for 25 years and very much part of the 


community. I liked living there, but my work was in 


Edinburgh so we decided to move.” The couple chose 
to settle in Perthshire, which has easy access to Edinburgh and Glasgow, yet is only 
a stone’s throw from some of the best areas for climbing and walking in Scotland; 
a hobby that they both enjoy. ‘I could persuade Steven out of Orkney, but I couldn't 
entice him to a city. Perthshire is a perfect compromise for us,’ says Marian. 

‘The couple rented in three different villages over three years before deciding where 
they wanted to build. ‘Our wish list included living in a village that had a strong 
community feel, and shops we could walk to for our milk and newspaper. We wanted 
easy access to major roads and to be close to the hills,’ says Marian. After looking in 
the area for 18 months, she spotted a 1970s bungalow with a large established garden 
on a quiet street close to the heart of the village. Despite the recession, nine people 
submitted their closed bids, as is the custom in the Scottish housing market. 

“We made a bid that we could afford, but had to prepare ourselves not to be 
disappointed if we lost the bid. Very luckily we were successful,’ she explains. 

She and Steven moved into the bungalow and lived there for two years while they 
planned the building of their new home. As a result of their imagination and their 
collaboration with their architect, the home is a stunning combination of large open- 
plan rooms divided into functional, smaller spaces, simple black-and-white decor, 
stylish furniture and beautiful artwork. It all adds up to make this home a peaceful >

‘Nordic houses are really well designed. 
They are functional and practical with a 
clean lines and light tones’ 
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haven that is cleverly designed using the best of modern technology and traditional 
materials. “We chose Colin Smith from CASArchitects to do the designs, having 
seen a couple of houses he had designed locally with curved zinc roofs,’ says Marian. 
Steven is half Norwegian and Marian also has a deep love of the Scandinavian 
way of life and innate sense of style. ‘Nordic houses are really well designed. They 
are functional and practical, with clean lines and light tones. A connection to the 
outdoors is very important, too,’ she says. Marian and Steven's brief to the architect 
was for the house to be built on the footprint of the existing bungalow and bedded 
into the plot. Floor-to-ceiling sliding glass doors would provide access to the garden 
and a roof with a wide overhang would create shelter for an outdoor seating area. 
‘They wanted the interior to be largely open plan, but divided into different activity 
areas using bookcases and furniture. A ground-floor main bedroom, dressing area and 
bathroom would be accessed through the living room. The bathroom also has a door 
at the other end, enabling people to enter from the hall. The living space most often 
used during the day would have high ceilings, whereas areas used in the evening 
would have lower ones. ‘We wanted to be able to batten down the hatches on a 
cold winter evening. High ceilings don't allow for that,’ Marian explains. To give 
the rooms a cosy feel, Colin designed large ceiling-height sliding doors between the 
spaces, which can be left open during the day to allow the heat, air and light to flow. 
Closed, they create a warm, intimate space. ‘Colin paid a lot of attention to what 
we needed, then designed a floorplan and wrapped a building around it.’ The house 
design sailed through planning permission, despite its location in a conservation >

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area and its contemporary design. ‘Building on an existing footprint probably eased 
the planning process,’ says Marian. Once permission was granted, she and Steven 
moved out of the bungalow into the house next door to allow the building to be 
flattened and building work to begin. They chose to employ the joint services of the 
architect and a building company, Carmichaels & Son, to project manage the build. 
“This freed us up to do the research and source the different materials required,’ 
Marian continues. ‘For example, Steven found a zinc company in Hamilton, 

which saved us £12,000 on the original price quoted for the roof.’ 

Marian sourced the lighting, flooring, bathrooms and engineered staircase. She has 
saved money by buying high-street furniture and covering it in designer fabric, or by 
using modern reproductions of classic mid-century furniture. She also designed the 
kitchen and then commissioned a local joiner to build it. ‘I knew what I wanted and 
didn't really like any of the kitchens we'd seen, so I commissioned Roger Mailer to 
build us one,’ she says. The outcome is a very simple design in tongue and groove — 

a nod to Scandinavia without being too obvious — which won't date. 

A year later Marian and Steven were finally able to move into their new home. 
‘It was a mixed blessing living next door to the project. It was great to be so involved, 
but we were impatient to see it finished,’ she says. Once in, Marian was able to set 
about styling — her love of interiors has led her to take two interior-design courses 
and a lighting course over the years. ‘Our interior is inspired by a painting of 
Ratwick Bay on the island of Hoy, where Steven used to fish. Featuring dramatic 
cliffs and seascape in black and white, the painting by Alan Watson, a local artist, 
was given to Steven as a leaving present by his colleagues and patients on Orkney.’ 
‘The background colour scheme for walls, floors and furniture is either white or 


black, with accents of raspberry, Scandinavian-style cobalt or cornflower blue. The 
result is straightforward and remarkably peaceful. “This house suits us perfectly 
now, and I know that in 20 years’ time it will still work for us,’ says Marian. 
“There is something hugely satisfying about building a house just for us.’

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icola Law couldn't be happier with her home on the 
south coast. ‘I love Victorian houses, living by the sea, 
the buzz of summer and the promenade,’ she says. 
Nicola and ex-husband Martin had been renovating 
a property in a northern suburb of Brighton, but they 
didn’t enjoy it. ‘At the time it was a way of raising 
some capital to afford the property and the area we 
wanted to live in,’ she explains. “When we were able to 
move back to the seafront in Hove, where we had once lived, it was like going home.’ 
They bought the three-storey house five years ago from an elderly woman who 
had been renting out the lower ground floor as a separate self-contained flat, while 
living in the maisonette above. ‘It hadn't been touched for years,’ says Nicola. ‘It was 
very tired and needed a lot of work to turn it back into a family home, but we saw 
beyond this. Not only was the location ideal, but the architectural style really drew 
us to the property. With its pretty bay-frontage and high ceilings it was perfect.’ 
‘The couple had already decided on the new layout of the house before they 
moved in, reconfiguring it mentally to suit the way they live. ‘We gave it a great 
deal of thought, but we couldn't agree on the basement layout,’ remembers Nicola. 
‘Initially, Martin wanted two separate rooms, but I wanted it to be open plan to 
allow the light to flow from the front to the back. Luckily I won him over.’ 

With all the plans in place, they began the conversion of the basement flat as soon 
as they moved in. The small kitchen, located at the back of the house, became the 
laundry room. The bathroom, living room and bedroom were knocked through, and 
large steel beams were installed for support, creating an open-plan space. The work 
in the basement took six months. Nicola explains: ‘It would have been quicker if the 
Caeserstone worktops hadn't taken six weeks to arrive from Italy. At the time we 
didn’t realise that Italians have the month of August off. But it was worth waiting 
for, as I wanted something that would not mark or scratch in any way and it fitted

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the bill perfectly.’ On a more practical level, Nicola says: “The advice I would give to 
anyone who is thinking of turning a divided house back into one family home would 
be to convert one self-contained area first. We kept the basement completely separate 
and lived in the maisonette, so we had virtually no disruption to our daily life.’ The 
internal staircase and landing was sealed off, and the flat had its own separate outside 
entrance for the builders to access it. ‘Once the basement was finished and we could 
use the downstairs kitchen, we started work on the maisonette. While the builders 
did all the structural work, Martin did all the decorating,’ she says. 

Nicola loved taking charge of the interior design of the house and created mood 
boards using magazine cuttings and fabric swatches. ‘I wanted it to feel both rustic 
and modern,’ she says. It was also important to give the home a sense of continuity 
throughout, so it wouldn't feel like two distinct spaces. ‘One of the ways I went about 
this was to paint the whole of the interior in the same colour and to lay wooden 
floors downstairs to echo the original flooring upstairs,’ says Nicola. ‘In the kitchen I 
have used clean simple lines, without wall units and handles, to give it a modern feel, 
but the wide oak floorboards soften the look and create a rustic edge.’ In terms of 
furniture and accessories, Nicola buys a lot of things from car boot sales and antiques 
fairs. ‘I go to the Goodwood Antique and Collectors fair and we also have a fantastic 
local antiques shop called Three Angels, where I have found some of my favourite 
things like the French chandeliers and the ornate mirror in my bedroom,’ she says. 

‘The renovation went relatively smoothly, apart from a few issues. Nicola explains: 
‘Discovering that the bay window was collapsing due to damp was no fun, but that is 
the downside of buying an old property.’ Nicola’s next project will be to install an 
en-suite bathroom for the main bedroom. ‘In the meantime I am just happy to be 
by the sea, to enjoy the buzz of our local area and be able to walk to work,’ she adds.

HOW 10 USE THE 
olour wheel 


Interior designers often arrange colours 
on an abstract circular colour wheel 
thal shows primary (red, blue, yellow), 
secondary (purple, green, orange) and 
lertiary (red-purple, yellow-orange, yellow- 
green, blue-green and blue-purple) colours 
in order, according to their wavelengths. 
Weve created this simple colour wheel for 
you lo use; once youve got the knack of using 
il, pulting together decorating schemes that 
work every lime is a cinch. There are three 
main lypes of colour schemes that you can 
easily put together using a colour wheel: 
contrasting, harmonious and tonal. Use 
these formulas to create a cohesive scheme. 


Once you’ve chosen paint colours for your 
room, it’s important to put together a mood 
board to envisage the look before you start. 
Use your swatches to set a mood and take 
them with you when shopping for fabric, 
wallpaper, upholstery and accessories. 
Gather together all your samples, swatches 
and any inspirational images; glue them 
together on a piece of cardboard or simply 
spread them out on a surface and take a 
photo of them. Having a mood board to hand 
throughout your project will give you a strong 
theme to follow and keep you on track.

Once you've chosen your colours, it’s crucial 
to try them out before committing. Tester 
or sample pots are always worth buying — 
they cost a few pounds and let you see what 
a colour will actually look like in a room. 


STEP 1 Use a colour card, like this swatch 
card from Little Greene (left), to pick your 
favourite shades and make a shortlist. Don't 
be afraid to cut up the card so you can see 
how different colours work alongside one 
another — place the swatches side by side 
on a piece of white paper and view them 

in natural daylight beside a window. 


STEP 2 Order tester pots of your 
shortlisted favourites and paint some large 
white A5-size pieces of paper to create 


your own swatches. Remember to label the 
reverse of these first so you don’t muddle up 
the front and back. Give each swatch two 
coats if necessary to achieve a realistic depth 
of colour that you'll get on the wall. 


STEP 3 Once they’re completely dry, use 
masking tape to fix the large swatches to 
the walls or woodwork in your room. Leave 
them up for a couple of days, moving them 
around so you can see how they look next 
to a window, in a shadowy alcove, in the 
morning, afternoon and evening light. 
Study them carefully and compare them, 
making notes about what you do and don't 
like about the varying colours throughout 
the day. This will help you make the right 


decision for your decorating scheme.

cooks alike. In general they are 

bigger than a standard 60cm 
freestanding or slot-in cooker (90cm and 
100cm wide is usual), with multiple ovens, a 
separate grill and up to six burners or rings 
on the hob. Strictly speaking, a range cooker 
was originally a cast-iron heat storage cooker 
with a boiler to provide heating and hot water 
as well. Today we generally refer to any wide 
freestanding cooker (ie. not built-in and with 
ovens and hob in a single unit) as a range 
cooker. Aga and Rayburn have just introduced 
60cm width versions that are perfect for 
smaller kitchens but still have the functions 
of a traditional range cooker. 

‘The most important decision to start with 
is the fuel: there is all electric; all gas; gas hob/ 
electric ovens; and for heat-storage versions, 
the choice can be between solid fuel, logs, 
gas, oil and LPG.

Underfloor heating 


The latest systems offer affordable, 
energy-efficient heat and cosy feet. 
There are two options available: 


HOT WATER (WET) 

Hot water from the central heating is 
pumped through plastic pipes buried 
in a sub floor. The system is extremely 
efficient; it can reduce heating costs 
and be powered by solar panels, but 
is disruptive to install and can be slow 
to heat up compared to radiators.

ELECTRIC (WIRE) 

Warmth is generated from wire 
heating elements that are laid in 
coils or on special mats.

This involved remodelling 
the upper- and lower-ground floors to make 
open-plan spaces that feel much bigger 


ate Thornton and Dominic Grainger 

moved in to their Victorian end- 

of-terrace house in 2001 having 

lived about a quarter of a mile away 

previously. ‘We were after a project, 

and something we could put our 
stamp on. I didn’t want a done-up property, explains 
Kate. The house hadn't been updated since the 1980s and 
was in need of complete refurbishment, which included 
heating, electrics and a damp course. The family lived in 
the property for about six months prior to discussions 
with an architect, so they could get a feel for what they 
wanted and how best to use the space. “We decided to 
extend, as we wanted to connect the kitchen to the living 
room to make the space open plan, and therefore easier 
for us to be together as a family,’ explains Kate. 

As the house is an end-of-terrace, it gave the couple 
instant space that could be utilised. Kate wanted the 
rooms to be light, airy and modern and had heard 
that architect Giles Pike had done a lot of work with 
glass boxes, so he seemed the best person to approach. 
‘Our brief to Giles was to create an open-plan upper

ground area to incorporate the kitchen/dining and living 
spaces,’ says Kate. “We wanted a larger living area in the 
basement to include our home cinema, plus a utility 
room and spare WC, with both areas to have access to 
the garden. There was an existing roof terrace but the 
access was tricky, so that was added to the project and 
solved with a double-height oriel window.’ 

The couple decided on a double-height glass box 
with access to the garden on two levels. They applied 
for planning permission and it went through first time. 
On the recommendation of Giles, the pair used Miles 
Builders and two specialists for wooden and parquet 
floors. Upton Wood supplied the tumbled wooden 
floor in the basement, and AH Peck reconditioned 
and extended the parquet floor on the upper ground 
level. Work started in the September 2012 and did go 
very smoothly, taking about nine months, though there 
was a slight overrun as the couple adding things to the 
project. “We had a budget, and the cost of the actual 
glass extension did come in right, but the steel balcony 
and stairs went a bit over. The timing did overrun due to 
the expansion of the scheme - we ended up doing some 
renovation on other parts of the house,’ says Kate. 

As the build was in its last stages, Kate set about 
choosing the interior style - made a lot easier due to 
her work as an interior designer. ‘I had so many ideas 
and contacts for materials,’ she explains. ‘I knew that 
I wanted wood in the basement and chose dark oak 
as it was aged and tumbled to create an old effect. We 
re-used and added to the parquet flooring on the upper 
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ground floor. I chose the patterned tiles for the kitchen, 


as I wanted to create a focal point as well as introduce 
pattern to this space,’ she adds. Kate loves bold and 

dark colours, so opted for a dark grey on the walls with 

a bright white ceiling as a contrast. Upstairs the upper 
ground is slightly lighter, ‘there is so much light coming 
through the glass that I didn’t want to detract from that, 
says Kate, ‘but we felt that a darkish grey and dark blue 
would still work well and used them in the hall and 
landings. I’ve used cushions and throws to add splashes 
of colour and to make the look more homely.’

To gain more living space in this Thirties semi 
by extending into the loft space and adding 
a much-needed bedroom and en suite 
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ith two growing teenagers 
and a move to London 
from Birmingham, 
Philippa Matthews and 
husband Deenan Pillay 
were looking for a new 
home. Coincidentally, Deenan’s mother wanted to 
downsize, so the couple bought the house from her. 
Situated in a conservation area of Muswell Hill, the 
location was perfect but the layout wasn't ideal for the 
family and they wanted to convert the loft so one of 
the existing bedrooms could become a home office. 
Philippa and Deenan contacted Sanya Polescuk 
from Sanya Polescuk Architects - a local firm - who 
came up with a design to unlock the potential of using 
the loft. As the house is in a conservation area, the 
use of dormers was not permitted. In addition, due 
to the angle of the roof, there was not adequate head 
space in the front section of the loft over the main 


bay window. A suitable solution needed to be found, 

as this only left a small section towards the rear of the 
house usable for converting. Sanya decided to design 

a staircase to be squeezed into the roof apex, resulting 
in a quirky upwardly folding structure; this meant that 
there would be enough headroom at the top of the 
stairs. Constructed off site, this ingenious staircase was 
the first job to be competed to allow the site team early 
access to the rest of the space, as a new heating and 
hot-water system was also installed to release the loft 
space in the first place. Made of plywood, the staircase 
offered a cost-effective way to keep down costs, while 
still solving the problem of the conversion. A new 
stressed ply floor structure was then hung from beams 
that propped up the existing roof purlins, which were 
stuffed with insulation and brushed with fire-retardant 
varnish to enclose the new habitable space. To the right 
of the bedroom area sits an en-suite wet room. The 
layout uses every single inch of space to the maximum.

hoosing a new sofa comes with ay 
making lots of decisions, not just a 
in terms of how much you spend, 
but how well it will work for 
you, your home and your lifestyle.

PREP 40 MINS © COOK 1 HOUR 10 MINS 


2kg pumpkin or butternut squash 
4 tbsp olive oil 

Salt and ground black pepper 

2 garlic cloves, roughly chopped 
1 onion, roughly chopped 

1tsp ground coriander 

1tsp ground cumin 

Ya tsp chilli flakes 

2.5cm fresh root ginger, chopped 
1 litre hot vegetable stock 


500g packet puff pastry 
A little plain flour 
50g each Parmesan and Gruyére, grated 


4 tbsp créme fraiche 
1-2 tbsp toasted pumpkin seeds 
Thyme sprigs 


Preheat the oven to 200°C/180°C fan 
oven/gas mark 6. Peel the pumpkin, 
remove the seeds and chop roughly. Put 
in a roasting tin, drizzle with 2 tosp of oil 
and season well. Roast for 20 minutes. 

Add the garlic, onion, spices, ginger 
and remaining 2 tbsp oil, and mix 
together. Continue to roast for another 
20-25 minutes. Set aside to cool a little. 

Roll the pastry out on a clean, lightly 
floured surface until you have a large 
rectangle and sprinkle with the cheese. 
Fold each side in like a book, then roll out 
again to press the cheese into the pastry. 
Cut into Icm strips and twist them like 


barley sugar. Chill for 10 minutes. Bake 
on a baking sheet for 10-15 minutes 
until golden. Cool on a wire rack. 

Finish making the soup. Whizz the 
vegetables and stock together, in 
batches, until smooth. Return to the pan, 
reheat gently and taste for seasoning. 

Ladle among the bowls and top with 
créme fraiche, pumpkin seeds and thyme. 
Serve with the cheese straws. 
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Lamb boulangére 


This is a classic, easy way to serve lamb. 
The name comes from an old French 
village tradition in the days before 
people had ovens, where they’d take 
their roasts to the local bakery to cook 
them in theirs after the loaves were 
done. It produces its own wonderful 
juices, but if you want to serve it 

with gravy, see the Cook's tip below 


PREP 20 MINS » COOK 2 HOURS 


3 %-4kg leg of lamb 

A few sprigs of rosemary 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and sliced 

Salt and ground black pepper 

2 tbsp olive oil 

Knob of butter 

1 large onion, sliced 

900g small potatoes, just scrubbed 
or peeled if you wish 

300m! beef or lamb stock 


Preheat the oven to 170°C/150°C fan 
oven/gas mark 3. Put the leg of lamb 
on a board and, using a sharp knife at a 
slight angle, puncture it all over. Push a 
small sprig of rosemary and slice of garlic 
into each puncture point. Season well. 

Heat the oil and butter in a large pan 
and cook the onion quickly, along with 
any remaining garlic, until just softened. 
Transfer to a roasting tin with the 
potatoes, seasoning and a few more 
sprigs of rosemary. 

Lay the lamb on top and then pour 
over the stock, cover with foil and cook 
for about 2 hours, basting occasionally. 
If you like, you can remove the cover 
for the last 15 minutes, which will 
crisp up the meat and potatoes. 

Slice the lamb and serve with the 
potatoes and steamed vegetables. 


Wine note

Pan-fried guinea fowl with mushroom 
and Madeira sauce 


Guinea fowl is a robustly flavoured bird that has a delicate, almost sweet taste 
and lends itself to being paired with fruity flavours. Cook it on the bone in pieces 
for a really tender, moist result, and serve with buttered cabbage 


PREP 10 MINS » COOK 30 MINS 


30g plain flour 

Salt and ground black pepper 

1 guinea fowl 

2-3 tbsp sunflower oil 

2 red onions, sliced 

3-4 garlic cloves, crushed 

250g mixed wild mushrooms 
(or use 100g dried porcini soaked 
in the hot stock as directed) 

450ml hot chicken stock 

75ml Madeira wine 


Place the flour in a shallow bowl 
and add seasoning. 

Joint the guinea fowl into 6-8 portions: 
wing, leg (which can be divided into 
thigh and drumstick, if large enough) and 
breast (which can also be cut into two). 

Heat the oil in a sauté pan with a 
lid, and fry the onions and garlic until 


softened. Set aside on a plate, then fry 
off the portions of guinea fowl, skin-side 
down first, until nicely golden all over. 
Return the onions to the pan along with 
the mushrooms and stock, and stir gently 
while heating through. When the liquid is 
just beginning to bubble, cover the pan 
and leave it to simmer gently for 15-20 
minutes, or until the guinea fowl is tender. 
Stir occasionally to avoid any of the meat 
or sauce sticking to the pan or burning. 
Add the Madeira wine and bring to 
a bubble again, stirring occasionally. 
Transfer the guinea fowl portions to 


a heated serving dish and cover with 
foil. Give the sauce a final heat through, 
stirring well, and check the seasoning. 
Divide the mushrooms between four 
heated plates, place the guinea fowl 


portions on top and spoon over a little 
of the sauce, strained if you like. 
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Ginger and apricot ripple ice cream 


No need for any special ice-cream kit with this recipe - all it takes is a couple of 
bowls and an electric hand whisk (or a balloon whisk and plenty of elbow grease) 
to whip the air into the cream and egg whites, and then fold everything together 


PREP 10 MINS 


3 medium eggs, separated 

250g golden caster sugar 

1 tbsp ground ginger 

1 tsp vanilla extract 

600ml double cream 

4 balls stem ginger in syrup, 
drained and finely chopped 

2 tbsp ginger syrup from the jar 

4 tbsp apricot preserve 


Put the egg whites into a clean, grease- 
free bowl and whisk with an electric hand 
whisk until soft peaks form. Set aside. 

Put the sugar, ginger, vanilla and egg 
yolks into another bowl and whisk until 
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thick and foamy. There’s no need to 
wash the beaters between operations. 
Pour the cream into another bowl and 
whip until just soft. Fold into the egg yolk 
mixture. Fold in a spoonful of the beaten 
egg whites and then fold in the remainder. 
Freeze for 2 hours in a freezer-proof dish. 
Fold in the stem ginger and freeze again 
for another 1-2 hours until almost firm. 
Stir together the ginger syrup and 
apricot preserve and then press through 
a sieve into a bowl to make a smooth 
sauce. Drizzle over the ice cream and 
use a skewer to ripple through the 
mixture. Freeze until solid. 
Scoop into balls and serve with wafers. 


New Year menu 


Easiest-ever 
chocolate tart 


Serve up this pudding and soak up 
the praise. The decoration looks 
professional, yet it’s incredibly easy 


PREP 25 MINS © CHILL OVERNIGHT 


75g butter, melted, plus extra to grease 
120g digestive biscuits 
100g amaretti biscuits 


350g dark chocolate, at least 50% 
cocoa solids, broken into pieces 

600ml double cream 

50g icing sugar 

3 tbsp Amaretto liqueur 

A little vegetable oil 

20g flaked almonds 

100g granulated sugar 


Grease and line a 23cm springform 
tin with baking parchment. 

To make the base, whizz the biscuits in 
a food processor to make fine crumbs. 
Tip into a bowl and stir in the butter. 
Spoon into the tin and chill until firm. 

Put the chocolate in a bowl over a pan 
of gently simmering water so it slowly 
melts. Once melted, heat the cream ina 
pan with the icing sugar and liqueur until 
it just comes to the boil. Fold it into the 
melted chocolate until smooth. Pour on 
top of the biscuit base. Chill overnight. 


About an hour before you’re ready to 
serve, make the caramel. Line a baking 


sheet with baking parchment. Brush it 
with oil and scatter over the almonds. 
Put the sugar in a heavy-based pan 
and place over a low heat to allow it 
to slowly dissolve. Continue to heat, 
shaking the pan every now and again 
so the sugar dissolves easily, until it has 
turned into caramel and is a dark toffee 
colour. Quickly pour the caramel over 
the almonds and ensure they’re evenly 
covered. Allow to cool. 
When ready to serve, carefully lift the 


tart out of the tin, peeling away the paper 
(use a palette knife or fish slice for this 
bit). Transfer to a serving plate. Roughly 
break up the caramel into shards and 
arrange on top of the tart. Serve. 
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Kedgeree — the classic New Year brunch 


This is the perfect morning-after-the-night-before restorative. The rice provides energy-giving 
carbohydrate, while the fish and eggs are rich in protein and B vitamins. Health credentials aside, it’s also great 
for feeding a crowd: just multiply the ingredients as required, serve on a platter and let everyone dig in 


2 large eggs 

2 tbsp olive oil 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 
1tsp mild or medium curry powder 
1tsp ground turmeric 

200g basmati rice 

450ml hot chicken or vegetable stock 
500g smoked haddock, skinned 
2-3 tbsp milk 

25g butter 

Salt and ground black pepper

Paprika 
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PREP 10 MINS » COOK 25 MINS 


Put the two large eggs in a pan of 
cold water. Bring to the boil and cook 
for 7 minutes. Place them in a bowl of 
cold water and set aside. 

Heat the oil in a pan over a low heat 
and cook the onions with the spices 
for about 10 minutes until softened. 


Stir the rice into the onion mixture to 
coat it in the spices and then pour in the 
stock. Cover with a lid and bring toa 
gentle boil. Turn down the heat and 
cook for 10-12 minutes, or according 
to the timing on the pack. 

While the rice is cooking, put the fish 


in a pan with the 2-3 tosp milk and 
simmer gently until it is just cooked 
and separates into big chunks. Pick 
out any bones and stir the chunks of 
fish and juices into the rice mixture. 
Stir the butter into the mixture and 
season well. Keep the pan over a 
medium heat so that the rice stays 
heated through, stirring every now 
and then to stop it sticking to the pan. 
Peel the eggs and cut into halves or 
quarters. Sooon the rice mixture into a 
serving bowl, top with the eggs, parsley 
and a dusting of paprika, and serve.
